OSCAR WILDE AND THE LORD CHAMBERLAIN, 
MR. WILDE TO CHANGE HIS NATIONALITY, 


The Lord Chamberlain's refusal to license Mr. Oscar Wilde's new play, 
“ Salomé,” will deprive London play-goers of the advantage of seeing Mdme. 
Sarah Bernhardt in the title réle) There is nothing to prevent Mr. Oscar 
Wilde from producing his French play at an invitation performance in 
London—and possibly he will do so—but, unfortunately, the engagements of 
Mdme. Bernhardt and M. Albert Darmont will not admit of their taking the 
parts for which they were cat, and which they have already rehearsed. 

Mr. Oscar Wilde has been interviewed by a representative of the Pall Afal! 
Gaszeite. The prohibition of “Salom3” is the source of intense disappointment 
to the talented author; and naturally so, for his work had commanded 
remarkable interpretation at the hands of Mdme. Bernhardt and her colleagues, 
Mr. Wilde informed our representative of his intention to leave England and 
settle in France, where he will take out letters of naturalization as soon as the 
necessary formalities and terms of residence have been compieted. 











MR. FRANK SMITH FOR CHELSEA. 


Mr. Frank Smith, ex-Commissicaer of the Salvation Army and County 





Councillor for Worth Lambeth, is making sure of success, So are his 
supporters, one of whom—the chairman of the Liberal Assdciation 
—said to our ‘representative to-day that he had never known such 
enthusiasm among the Radicals, even in the palmiest days of Sir 
Charles Dilke—the days when Hammersmith was part of Chelsea. 
The Nonconformist ministers aie all supporting Mr. Smith, and 
they have today issued a maniesto on his behalf The work. 
ing classes are wth him “to a man,” and it is estimated that 


nearly two-thirds of the tctal electorate —11,55!—are more or less con- 
nected with the working classes. As for the temperance vote, well, the Good 
Templars had a mass meeting on Sunday evening in the Broadway, and not 
one hand in the crowd ~some 1,599 strang--was held up aga:nst the Liberal 
candidate. 

Mr. Smith’s meetings have been almost too enthusiastic. Some 2,000 men 
| met at Ravenscourt Park on Suaday afternoon and passed a unanimous vote 
i of confidence in bim; and on Thursday—although the hall was not engaged 
until a‘ter three o'clock —the room, which holds a thousand, was crowded to 
suffocation. 

Here is another instance of theelectors' enthusiasm, During yesterday aiter. 
noon a gueve of people formad outside the central committee rooms, all anxious 
to obtain Mr. Smith's window bills. Ina short time a thousand of these had been 
distributed. Hundreds of working men have volunteered to ‘work on Mr. 
Smith's behalf, and almost as many have contributed towards the fund for 
his election expenses, sore bringing a modest shilling and expressing their 
regret that they were unable to give more. 

Ma‘or-Gcneral Goldsworthy, the sitting member, who again seeks to repre- 
sent the borough, has one of the worst parliamentary records of any 
metropolitan MP, He is said to be the embodiment of the Everlasting No. 


SLANDER ACTION AGAINST A DIAMOND MERCHANT. 


In the Queen's Bench Division to day, before Baron Pollock and a special 
jury, the case of Nyburg ;. Ullman came on for trial. Jt was an action to 
recover damages laid at £2,0)0 ior slander, the aileged slander being an 
allegation that the piaintilf had stolen a parcel of diamonds belonging 
to the defendant. The jlaintitf is Symon Haim Nyburg, a diamond 
broker, carrying on busine:s in [atton-. arden, and the defendant, Solomon 
Ullman is a diamond merchant in the Lo:ough, and his de.ence was that the 
words complained o were uttered witheut malice, in the éozuz side beliet that 
teey were true. He also pleaded privilege, and the case has been previously 
tried, when the jury found for the de‘erdaut, and the plaintilf had obtained a 
new trial.
